Dues for regular licensed 
amateurs are $18 per year (from July 1 through June 30). 
Additional immediate family members pay $5 each per year. Dues 
for licensed amateurs older than 59 or younger than 16 are $12

per year. Dues for non-licensed associate members are $9 per 
year.

Another Odyssey 
Finished 


According to Tom Hansen, 
Regional Director & State 
Secretary of North Carolina 
Odyssey of the Mind, 98 school 
groups (schools, home schoolers, 
and other organizers) brought 267 
teams, almost 1800 students, to 
the regional competition. The 
Eastern region is one of the 
largest competitions in the U.S.

On Saturday, March 2, 18 
Hams provided daylong 
communication services for the 
Eastern Region Odyssey of the 
Mind tournament held on the 
campus of Chapel Hill High 
School, Smith Middle School 
and Seawell Elementary 
School. This tournament brings 
together student teams from 
primary through high school 
ages to compete on a chosen 
“thinking” problem they 
prepare for in advance. 

This year’s problems had 
names such as “Pet Project”, 
“The Email Must Go Through” 
and “Tumble-Wood”. Once the 
technical side of the problem is 
understood and “built” by the 
teams, they also prepare other 
props and costumes in order to 
present their solution in front of 
the judges in a theatrical 
manner during the tournament. 
Those lucky enough to have 
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scored high on Saturday move 
on to the State Tournament in 
early April at ECU. 

Hams assisting with 
Odyssey of the Mind 
tournaments find themselves 
assigned to specific 
performance locations spread 
between the three schools, or 
assigned to shadow Odyssey of 
the Mind officials. All work as- 
needed to pass tournament and 
logistical communications to 
and from the 
officials and 
performance 
locations. Radio 
traffic varies 
widely. Most 
focuses on 
passing along and 
solving team and 
volunteer-related 
issues. 
Sometimes lunch-related traffic 
takes priority and we all know 
how important that is for 
volunteers! 

Dan Sears (KD4AGQ), our 
Net Control, commented on 
how he was surprised that we 
didn’t have to coordinate any 
bathroom-related issues with 
the custodial staff this year. 
That’s a first, and we’re hoping 
it’s the start of a trend. 

We did have to track down 
custodial help to solve an issue 
involving a preschool age little 
girl, her jacket and an open

1. Call to order (Karl W4CHX): Karl W4CHX called the meeting to order at 7:00 p.m. 


2. Approval of minutes (Karl W4CHX): Deferred to later in the meeting. After sufficient time was 
allowed for the Board to review the Minutes of the previous Board Meeting (January 15, 2013), the 
Minutes were approved. 


3. Vice President’s report (CJ NC4CJ): CJ NC4CJ reported that the General Membership meeting 
in March will include the RARS Birthday celebration, the RARS awards presentation, and a 
discussion of RARSFest by John AI4RT; the April meeting will have a panel discussion on some 
legal aspects of public service; the May meeting will have a presentation on antenna analyzers by 
Bill AK4BL; and, the June meeting presentation will be Field Day 2013 by Bob W4TTX. 


4. Treasurer’s report (Greg KE4PAX): RARS currently has 298 members. If any RARS member 
has questions regarding the budget, please contact Greg KE4PAX or Karl W4CHX for more 
information. 


5. Secretary’s report (Bob KI4YXM): No report 
6. Committee reports: 


a. Public Service Director (John AI4RT): Based on his email communication, John 
AI4RT reported the first ham public service event of the 2013 season will be The 
Odyssey of the Mind, which will be Saturday, March 2, in Chapel Hill. There are a 
number of other events listed on the Public Service calendar. In addition, during the 
RARS General membership Meeting in April 2nd, Dan Sears, KD4AGQ, Bill Cole, 
KG4CXY, Tom Hansen (attorney) and John AI4RT will be presenting a forum entitled, 
“Some Legal Aspects of Ham Public Service". 


b. Public Information Officer (Ken WA4JJW): Ken WA4JJW is working on getting 
photographs of our plaques and certificates and will turn them over to Hank K4HM for 
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processing. Ken WA4JJW reviewed his work to date on a brochure about RARS. He 
asked for input on his work so far and for advice on his target audience. Karl W4CHX 
said that since RARS is an ARRL special service club, we might consider two bro- 
chures: one for experienced hams and one for people new to ham radio. Ken WA4JJW 
will work directly with Chuck K4HF to get a brochure ready for RARSFest focusing on 
information for experienced hams. Thereafter, Ken WA4WWJ will work on a brochure 
for prospective hams, which could be distributed at NC Maker Faire 2013 (6/15). 


c. Education Director (Murray K4MHM): One class, conducted for CERT, has 
completed. It had 20 students. The NCSU class started with 15 people. Murray 
K4MHM gave kudos to Mike Murphy, WA4BPJ for the job he does teaching. Another 
group is considering having RARS teach a class for them. Regarding the expenses for 
NCSU group, the consensus of the Board was that RARS would make a donation to the 
NCSU club equivalent the funds expended for the test by the club members. Murray 
K4MHM will contact the club’s faculty advisor and decide how this can be done. 


d. Field Day Chair (Bob W4TTX): Bob W4TTX reported that the 2013 event will have 
the stations that we have had in the past. David KF4VXJ is working on donations of ice, 
water and other refreshments. There will be a Friday night meal and breakfast on 
Sunday morning. Two portable toilets are planned for this year. The local chapter of the 
American Red Cross would like to participate this year; Bob W4TTX will try to get their 
plans “firmed up” before asking for other food donations. 


e. FM Repeater Chair (Karl W4CHX): Chuck W3WZN reported that the controllers, 
link radios, and related items for the 145.13 and 146.64 repeaters are being set up by 
Danny Hampton, K4ITL. All of the club-owned Kenwood repeaters have been repaired 
and are presently with Danny K4ITL. Cliff W4FT is organizing work parties to repair 
the building at the Bayleaf tower site. 


f. RARSFest Chair (John AI4RT): Based on his email communication, John AI4RT 
reported that the next planning committee meeting is scheduled for Monday, February 
25", Pre-registration ticket and booth sales are in process; the forum agenda has been 
finalized; flyers have been mailed; signs have been ordered from Joe N1LVN; and, the 
wristbands have been received (thanks to Chuck W3WZN). Since no one has 
volunteered to set up a Special Events Station, it will be omitted this year. More 
emphasis will be placed on security volunteer training and monitoring of the dealer’s 
booths. Signs will be displayed to remind attendees that video surveillance is being used. 
Amateur radio TV will be included in the Youth Lounge. RARSfest is being promoted 
regularly on the RARS and Apex Emergency Nets. Volunteer sign-ups are pretty slow.

In addition, there is another engraved plate with important 
information about Hugh W4DW (KK). The wood that has been used for this plaque is an 
important part of North Carolina’s heritage, because it was made from the Henry Clay Oak, 
which stood on the corner of Lane and Blount Streets in downtown Raleigh.
